F o r the first tim e since American 
troops have been in France, Texans 
in a body have met the H u n s in b a t­ 
tle, and | h e record made by the boys 
from the [.one Star state will live 
long a lte r the war is 
over.

thirty-sixth division, trained at Bow­ 
ie n e a r F o r t W orth, u nder General 
Creble, has stood the test in actual 
battle, and all reports from the front 
are to the effect th a t a glorious page 
in history was written by the P a n ­ 
ther Boys.

sensational p a rt played by the Amer­ 
icans. 
W hile the French w ere held 
up by stro n g defensive positions, the 
-American Second 
division 
attacked 
on a two-ni iii- front west of So in rn e- 
Py, broke th ro u g h th e enemy posi­ 
tions a n d rapidly advanced a distance 
of live and one-half miles, capturing 
th e form idable heights of Blanc Mont 
and Medea farm . This rapid advance 
tu rn e d the G erm an positions in the 
m o u n ta in region east of Kheims and 
forced them to m ake a rapid retreat. 


The P a n t h e r division had not even 
heard shell fire until used 
in the 
Kheims sector to dislodge th e Hun. 
Blit if th e re were any fears th a t the 
’■fxans and O k la h o m a n s would flinch 
they were speedily dispelled; the As­ 
sociated Press story received S a tu r ­ 
day saying th e work of th e Thirty- 
Sixth is p erh ap s the most glorious 


pace of American history in the war. 
The Thirty-Sixth 
was 
accompanied 
by the Second division in its drive, 
but the latter had already been in 
action much of the time. 
The P a n ­ 
th ers 
accomplished 
their work so 
well in their first fight that they won 
high praise from General Naul, co m ­ 
m anding the Twenty-first army corps. 
The Thirty-Sixth division left cam p 
Bowie after one y e a r of grinding,u n ­ 
ending work, discipline, drilling, h ik ­ 
ing and then doing it all over again 
until the officers and men were a 
com pact war m achine t h a t operated 
like a perfect unit. 
The men were 
magnificent physical specimens when 
they left F o rt W orth, and th e ir mo­ 
rale, or spirit, was as d eterm ined as 
it was enthusiastic. 
They only w a n t­ 
ed one thing 
a chance at th e Hun, 
and now th at they got it, they m ade 
good. 
Coming to cam p as raw recruits, 
making them such

F ren ch Army in th e ir first encounter 
bespeaks of the stuff of which all of 
Texans are proud.

W ith the American Armies in the 
field, Oct. 20 
Texas troops lighting 
with the sam e spirit that h a rk s back 
to th e day of the Alamo and Texas 
independence have stood their bap ­ 
tism of fir** gloriously in France. The 
j story of A m erica’s Thirty-Sixth Divi- 
I Bion fighting with th e F ren ch in the 
J C h a m p a g n e is th e talk of the allies 
in Franc**. 
The Texans saw- th e ir first hostile 
break on French battlefields on Oct. 
7 and by Oct. 12 th ese Lone S ta r men 
had p e n e tra te d the enemy line to a 
depth of thirteen miles. 
On th e morning of the Sth. the 
Texans went over the fop for the 
first tim e as a purely Texas unit a fte r 


fort in this war. 
The Texans, how- 
ever reduced eve ry nest of a m achine 
t u n . took both villages and cleared 
them up with a goodly n u m b e r of 
prisoners.

washington ot the amount of clothing its chapters are expected to produce. 
Every Kind of garment, tor all ages and both sexes, is urgently needed. 
Garments of strong materials are wanted, as they will be subject to the 
hardest kind of wear. 
Flimsy garments, ballroom dresses, high heeled slip 
pers, silk hats, straw hats, and derbies, which were donated in large quail 
titles in the last clothing campaign, will not be acc epted 
Such articles would 
be of no use. 


This clothing tan come from America only 
Five thousand tons are 
needed to tide Belgium through the coming winter. 
Securing the clothing is 
a matter of lite and death for this helpless, courageous population behind the 
German lines. 


In Belgium it is impossible to buy shoes. 
There is no more leather of 
any description on the market. 
Every available substitute has been tried. 
For a time old belting from factories was used; and roofing paper, of which 
Iheie happened to be a stock, was resorted to for re-soling shoes.

Our sugar conies to us in definite seasonal cycles 
The cane 
agar of 
cuba. Hawaii, Porto Rico, Philippines, and other minor sources, is exported 
to this country in tat* period 
mum .January to October. 
Although there is 
song 
available even as late as December, the amount is relatively small. 
From October to .January we depend chiefly on oui own dom estic heel and 
cane crops, but it is not until November that the beet sugar is available in 
the eastern part of the country. 
To bridge the gap between the end of the 
.arrivals of cane sugar fror outside of the country, and the arrivals of beet 
sugar Iron) the Western States, -vc depend normally on our refiners’ reserve 
supply of cane sugar ol some 3tv»,000 tons. 
Since our shortage dining the 
latter part of last year our r e s e r v e stock has been in a depleted condition. 
Refiners now have only about 12< .(mm» tons of raw cane sugar on hand, about 
40 per cent ot the norma) reserve supply. 
Had our consumption in the past 
six months been reduced sufficiently, refiners’ stock might now have been 
large enough to take r are of our needs. 
It is a striking fact that at no time this year have stocks been anywhere 
near those of the prewar years or of last year. 
At the latest date, August IO, 
stocks w e ie still not much over one-half ot last year's. 
This alout' indicates 
the necessity for conservation. 


GEOGRAPHICAL COMPLICATIONS IN SUGAR DISTRIBUTION. 
An additional factor w hich complicates our sugar situation is (fie physical 
factor of the geographical extent cf our country. 
It is possible that there may 
bt' an excess of sugar in the country as a whole, and at the same time severe 
shortages in particular localities tar away trom centers of distribution. 
Thus 
it has been stated ‘‘There w ill be c onsiderable supplies of sugar available in 
the South and West, hut because the gateway to the Atlantic seaboard through 
the Ai'.eghanies arid the Potomac Valley will be congested by the movement 
of munitions and war supplies for our overseas forces, it is extremely proble 
mat ira I whether any’ considerable tonnage can be moved East.” 
^ is therefore not only necessary to make certain of sufficient supplies 
for ffie country taken as a unit, but it is also necessary' to plan ahead with 
a view to having sugar available in ail parts of the country even in the face 
ol transportation difficulties. 
This of course involves building up of larger 
stocks than usual. 


PROSPECTS FOR OUR 1918-19 SUGAR CROPS. 
With the .shortage of labor already universally existent in the Ignited 
States owing to the demands of the war industries, and w ith ‘the prospects of 
Murther inroads under the new i s to 45 drat,! regulations, there is serious 
question iii the minds of the producers of our domestic beet and sugar crops 
as to their ability to maintain the normal rate of production this next season 
it is most prudent to prepare for a reduced production of our domestic 
beet and cane crops 
From our main sources of s u p p l y , Cuba particularlv 
and also Hawaii and i’orto Rico, come reports of severe labor shortages and 
difficulties in obtaining necessary supplies and fertilizers. 
While the proba­ 
bility of reducing production in these places is not as great as in the cont] 
lienial United States, some considerable reduction is certain to conn 
It would, therefore, be unwise to depend on the HHS 19 sugar crops to 
make uj) for any deficiency in our present supply, 
it j 
better to build up 
stocks to provide against further crop reduction. 
THE SHIPPING SITUATION. 
All of the foregoing considerations, however, would not bring about a 
shortage in normal times. 
Sugar coifld he brought from distant places it 
the demand was sufficient to warrant the financial outlay to obtain supplies 
In fact, at this time, there is some 500,000 tons of sugar available in Java ct 
last year's crop too far away to be moved, either to the United States or t( 
the allies, which in ordinary times would certainly have been brought here t< 
relieve; the situation. 
The economic use of .shipping facilities in accordance 
with our war program makes it advisable finn w e reduce oui sugar consumo 
tion and employ shipping for more necessary purposes 
In brief, then, the entire sugar situation is an outgrowth of war condi 
lions, and must be attacked as a war problem. 
We may expect it to be w 
ii 
us as a probleip until the war ends, and this makes imperative the restrie 
live regulations on sugar consumption, although at times there may apneal 
to be a surplus of sugar stocks in the country.

Of our own products we must set tire a reduction in consumption and 
waste in the two great groups of, first, breadstuffs; and second, meats and 
fa ts— that is, in all bread and cereals, beef, pork, poultry, dairy and vege 
table oil products. 
The av erage consumption of our people of breadstuffs 
amounts to about six pounds per week, and of meats and fats to four pounds 
a week for each person. 
A reduction in consumption of less than one-half 
pound per week per person in each o f these two great groups of foods would 
accomplish our purpose. 
We wish to emphasize, however, that we do not 
want curtailment in the use of milk for children.
